75,000 JEWISH FaRNWERS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


New Work, April 3 (Jewish Correspondence:Bureau). <A total of 
75,000 Jews in the United States are engaged in farming, according to 
the report of Gabriel Davidson, general manager of the Jewish 
Agricultural Society, an agency of the uuron de Hirsch foundation 4 
just made public. 





_ This figure represents the total number of Jews living on and ! 
making their livelihood from american farms. 


The total farm acreage owned by Jews in 1900 was 12,000 whereas 
now there are over a 1,000,000 acres farmed by Jews, The total 
value of the farms is estimated at not less- than$100,000,000. The 
growth represents almost a complete gain since the yexur 1900. at 
that time only 216 families representing a Jewish population of 
between 800 und 1,000 persons were engaged in furming, The rapid 
growth of farmins has heen a pleasant surprise even to the Jewish 
Agricultural Society, according to lir. Davidson and disproves the 
contention that Jews can not make §00d in agriculture. 


The growth has not been of the "mushroom" type, says the ree r 
port. In fuct, the Jewish agricultural Society has discouraged those 
whom it deemed of a type not suitable to the work. 


The majority of the Jewish furmers xmxiixwx¥exk are to be found 
in the tier of states embracing New York, Connecticut, mussuchusetts, 
and Pennsylvania, Many of the Jewish furmers in New York ulso tyunn | 
their homes into summer boarding houses for the summer months, Suys 
Mr. Davidson, but they are bona fide furners nevertheless, ther 
farms averaginz up to a standard as high as that of their non-Jewish 
neishbérs, 


in Connecticut, Jewish farmers have made u Signal success at 
tobacco raising. In New Jersey, a number of them have met with 
exceptional success at potato crowing, but according to the report, 
perhaps poultry raising has been the forte of the Jews, «At the 
Sullivan County (New York) a Jewish farmer carried off the first 
prize in poultry. 


"Our farmers#, says the report "have shown a decided aptitude 
and remarkable proficiency in poultry farming. It seems to be the 
type of farming most easily learned by city people. «mon, those 
we settled in the last few yeurs hardly any failure cun be recorded. 
as @ group, their progress surpasses our most optimistic expectu-. 
tions. It is worth while to give a few instances, 


“Probably the most conspicuous cuse is that of S. L., a young 
man who was utterly devoid of firming experience when he bouvzht a 1 
good but neglected farm in iwetuchen, New Jersey, in January 1921, for 
~10,600. He built poultry houses and raised « flock of two thousand 
highly producing birds. Within this short time the farm has heen de- 
veloped into «a model poultry plant, visited often by the poultry 
Students of the New Jersey agricultural College.

I have to confirm my telegram of 19th May last, 
reading as follows :- 


"Secretary of State for Colonies forwards 
memorandum submitted by deputation from Joint 
Foreign Committee of Jewish Board of Deputies and 
AnglosJewish Association asking facilities for 
emigration to Dominions of Jewish refugees from 
Bastern Europe. Memorandum shows that for some time 
past there has been panic stricken exodus of Jews 
from Ukraine into Poland and adjacent countries. 

’ They are fugitives from an indescribable anarchy 
and carnage; also during last few weeks anti- 
Bolshevik Jews from Russia have been entering Poland 
in large numbers estimated at present 40,000 refugees 
in Poland and number daily being augmented. Polish 
Government are stopping further influx and notified 
Jewish community unless refugees can be emigrated 
westward within three months they will be expelled 
across Eastern frontier. Joint Committee desire save 
refugees from being thrust back into starvation and 
further pogroms. They are arranging emigration to 
South America and other countries and intend having 
situation reviewed by Geneva Conference August. 
They hope that British Dominions will help by 
accepting some of these ehigrants. Jewish organisa-— 
tions named will organise the necessary machinery and 
bear cost sheltering, transporting, receiving and 
settling emigrants. Secretary of State for Colonies 
desires views Australian Government on matter", 


and to acknowledge your reply of the lst June (which was duly 
communicated to the Colonial Office) as under:- 


With reference your telegram 19th - 
immigration Jewish refugees. Immediate requirements 
of Commonwealth ~—being met by immigration ex-service men whose 
passages paid by British Government in addition to 
large number of British immigrants which are being 
nominated relative and friends here. Immigration 
of refugee Jews would involve exclusion of some 
these British immigrants Commonwealth Government 
therefore regrets inability to co-operate.

3. In these circumstances the Polis Government have 
found themselves constrained to take measures not only to 
protect the country from a further influx but also to remove 
the refugees who are now crowded on Polish territory 
and who threaten to become an intolerable burden on the 
already severely strained resources of the Republic. They 
have accordingly notified the Jewish Community that unless the 


refugees can be emigrated westward within three months they will 





be expelled across the Eastern frontier. In this emergency 
the Polish-Jewish Community have appealed to their col- ( 
religionists in the West to find fresh outlets for the 
emigrants and they have suggested to us to bring the facts 
before His Majesty's Government with a view to securing 
facilities for the settlement of a proportion of the 


emigrants in the Overseas Dominions or other British Uolonies. — 


4. It is unthinkable that the refugees should be 
thrown back into the ravaged and desolate lands from which 
they have escaped and where they can only starve amid the ruins 
of their homes if they do not fall victims to further pogroms. 
The Joint Committee feel that no effort should be spared 
to save them. They quite realise that to remove the whole 
body of refugees within the period stipulated by the Polish 
Government is impracticable but they believe that it may not 
be difficult to obtain an extension of the period if the 
Polish Government can be assured that the necessary outlets 
will be found and that an adequate machinery for the 
methodical removal of the refugees will be se~t on foot. 
5. The Joint Committee have two suggestions to offer:- 
A. They propose, in agreement with other Jewish 
Organisations , and notably the Jewish 
Colonisation Association, to bring the whole

If to this could be added the opening 
of some of the British Dominions and Colonies to a 
fixed number of selected emigrants under suitable 
guarantees, the Joint Committee think that the 
present emergency would be tided over until such 
time as the Geneva Commission can complete its 
arrangements for dealing comprehensively with the 
whole problem of European emigration. 3 

6. Accordingly the Joint Foreign Committee venture 
to submit this latter suggestion to the favourable considera- 
tion of His Majesty's Government and te ask that they will 
kindly bring it before the Governments of the Dominions and 
other suitable Colonies. The Jewish bscant actions will, of 
course, be prepared to organise the necessary machinery for 
sheltering transporting, receiving and settling the emigrants.

T saw @ good deal of Russian Jews on the new settlements ' 
in Palestine where they have proved themselves to be thrifty ,rural 
people. At present,however,we are offered more British ex- 
service men - passages paid by the British Government - than we are 
able to absorb. To welcome the Jews would be to exclude the 
British,which I do not think would be justified, In any case,
